THE AZTECS. 


It was in the month of April, A. D. 
1519, that the renowned fillibuster, 
Hernando Cortez, anchored his fleet 
in the beantiful bay since known as the 
Bay of Vera Cruz. Previous to this 
—in the year 1517—a number of rov 
ing spirits, under the command of 

cisco Hernandez, of Cordova, 
discovered the island of Cozumel and 
the vast promontory Yucatan. This 
expedition, however, meeting with 
many disasters, and being opposed in 
landing so fiercely and successfully by 
the natives, returned to their last 
conquest, the island of Cuba. Ano- 
ther expedition, under Juan de Gri- 
jalva, sailed during the spring of 1518, 
ollowing the same course to Yucatan, 
then north and west along the coast to 
the point St. Juan de Ulna, or Vera 
Cruz, on the Coast of Mexico. Here 
they exchanged their glass beads for 
old with the kindly-disposed natives. 

ey also obtained information of a 
vast empire, ruled by a great monarch 
— Montezuma — whose wealth and 
: — was fabulous. The tidings of this 
discovery led to the organizing of the 
expedition under Cortez, who hoisted 
his black velvet banner, embroidered 
with gold, and emblazoned with a 
‘cross, and the characteristic device : 
** Let us follow the cross. Under this 
ign, with faith, we conquer.” Cortez 
followed the route of his predecessors. 
Visiting Cozumel, they found the 


island not very fertile and thinly in- 


-habited, but containing large and 
commodious buildings ef stone, ce- 
mented with mortar. Several of these 
~ buildings were spacious temples with 
lofty towers, constructed of the 
game material. One ef the greatest 
surprises to the adventurers was the 
discovery in one of the courts of a 


temple the same emblem as that em- 
broidered on their banner: a massive 
stone cross. This cross was worshiped 
by the natives. The Spaniards say it 
was in honor of the god of rain. His- 
torians have never properly explained 
how the natives of this new world ob- 
tained this emblem of Christianity. 
The natives also believed in sin, 
which was removed by performing the 
baptismal rite. 

Sailing from the island, the squad- 
ron crossed the narrow strait, and 
sighted the mainland. Following the 
contonr of the coast northward, they 
anchored at the mouth of the river 
Tabasco. Here also was found a well- 
cultivated country, with vast temples 
and commodious houses. Here our 
adventurers fought a fierce battle, 
during which the bullets from the guns 
of the invaders swept through the 
crowded ranks of the natives with 
terrible destruction, covering the 
ground with their slain and appalling 
them with the noise and flash, which 
they imagined to be thunder and 
lightning. Taking possession of the 
capital, Tabasco, in a lofty and mas- 
sive pyramidal temple, one of the 
chief ornaments of the city, he erected 
an altar, with images of the Savior 
and Virgin, took possession of the 
country in the name of the king of 
Spain, and ehanged the name of 
Tabasco to St. Mary of Victory. 

As the ships of Cortez anchored in 
the placid waters of the Mexican bay, 
they observed that the shores were 
covered with a wonder-stricken multi- 
tude, who came eagerly to contemplate 
with awe the anusual spectacle, while 
grassy slopes, luxuriant groves, villa- 
ges and rural dwellings charmed the 
eyes of the Spaniards. It is not ne- 
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cessary to relate the number of bloody 


battles, or describe the wreck and ruin 


that marked the route of the Spanish 
army, from the sea coast to Tenoch- 
titlan (City of Mexico), they are facts 
well known to the general reader ; but 
a description ef the principal cities, as 
found by the invaders is more to our 
purpose. 

the — the city — 
poalla they found the streets ectly 
clean and nicely paved, while orna- 
mental trees shaded them and spacious 


Stone houses lined either side. They 


were thronged, too, with a busy, happy 
and refined people. A spacious court- 
yard surrounded a pyramidal temple, 
grand and imposing. The seil of the 
surrounding country was of astonishing 


fertility, supplying food abundantly. 


— 


The Spaniards were never weary of 
expressing their delight while march - 
ing through this earthly Paradise two 
days. After leaving this city they 
moved through a ceuntry of luxuriant 
foliage, flowers and waving grain: 
Villages were thickly scattered around, 
and one of them—J —was filled 
with rural residences of the wealthy 
natives, of surpassing magnificence. 
On the fourth day of their march 
they arrived at Naulinco, a large and 
populous town, containing many mas- 
sive temples. Here Cortez rested for 
five days, after which he continued his 


march, following along the banks of a 


broad and picturesque stream, skirted 


by an unbroken line of neat and popu- 


Jeus villages. After traveling some 


sixty miles they entered a large town, 


called Xalacingo. They were now on 


the borders of a very powerful nation 


entrance to this Territo 


of republicans, called the Tlascalans, 


who bad thus far succeeded in resist- 
ing the aggressions of the Aztecs. The 
was guarded 
with an extensive wall of solid mason- 
ry, built like the great wall of China, 
to protect the country from invasion. 
This wall was some six miles long, and 


the only entrance gate was so oon 
. structed that a s 
there could make a very determined 


army stationed 


resistance. After many bloody and 
hard-fought battles, the Spanish ad- 


venturers entered Tlascala, the capital 


of the republic. Historians say it was 
indeed a large and magnificent city, 
more populous and more imposing in 
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its architecture than the Moorish 
capital, Granada, in old Spain. Among 
the many wonderful things found, the 
invaders were astonished at the effeo- 
tive police regulations, the well-kept 
baths, both hot and cold, and the bar- 
ber shops attached. Cortez, in his 
letter to the emperor, Charles, of 
Spain, stated that so populous was 
Tiaseals, that he presumed thirty 
thousand persons appeared daily in 
the market place, buying and — 
Cortez remained in the cenquered 
republic for twenty days, to refresh 
his — and gain all the information 
he possibly could respecting the Aztec 
empire. The Tlasalcans, hating their 
ancient foes, the Mexicans, forgot ina 
few days their own subjugation, and 
joined the Spaniards in their proposed 
expedition against Montezuma. All 
the forces of the republic were raised 
and placed at the disposal of Certes. 
About eighteen miles from Tlascala 
was situated the city of Cholula, the 
population of which at that time was 
over one hundred thousand. It was 
in Aztec or Mexican Territory, Cortez 
found it a beautiful city, with wide, 
neatly ed streets, and handsome 
dwellings. It was a sacred city, and 
contained many costly and grand tem- 
ples ; it was in this city that the great 
and grand pyramid of adobies, or un- 
burnt brick, reared its towering head. 
Nothing of this beautiful city now 
remains but the ruins of this 
pyramid. A Catholic chapel now 
crowns the summit, and it is covered 
with trees and grass. Humboldt gives

house.” By order of Cortez, the 
inhabitants of Cholula were massacred 
most inhumanly, and the beautiful 
city was reduced by fire to a heap of 
ruins. Delaying for a fortnight, to 
rest his army, resumed his . 
towards the capital of the Aztec em- 
pire, sixty-five miles 4 
after several days’ toil, they . 
the heights of Ithualoo, and the great 
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valley of Mexico greeted their eyes. 
Forests, orchards, rivers, lakes, culti- 
vated fields, gardens, and beautiful 
cities and towas compose the land- 
scape. Resting upon islands, in the 
bosom of a great lake, was the queenly 
city, Tenochtitlan, or Mexico. A 
series of smaller lakes, with innumer- 
able towns, with lofty temples and 
white dwellings, fringing their mar- 
picturesquely reflected their 
orms in the crystal waters. The cir- 
cumference of this valley, surrounded 
with a line of pale blue mountains, 
was some two hundred miles. Over 
forty large cities, and towns and villa- 
gee without number, covered its space. 
‘The Spaniards gazed upon the scene 


with amazement and wonder. The 
indications of power and civilization 
were far beyond their anticipation. 
Resting two days at the city of Ama- 
quemecan, where two large stone 
buildings were provided for their 
accommodation, they proceeded to 
Ayotzingo, their path to which place 
led through smiling villages, fields of 
maize, gardens of beautiful flowers 
and groves of Arcadian splendor. The 
city was built on wooden piles, in the 
waters of Lake Chalco. Boats of 
every variety of color, and graceful 
design, glided through the streets. 
One historian says, ‘‘This city was 
the Venice of the new world.

LECTURE BY GOVERNOR AXTELL. 


THE ‘‘ IKON BEDSTEAD.”

A crowded audience attended the 
lecture delivered last evening (March 
— by Governor Axtell, many being 
unable to obtain even standing room. 
The lecturer commenced by reading 
notes, but soon threw them aside, and 
went directly into his subject, which 
he handled in a lucid and pleasing 
manner, and apparently to the great 
gratification of the audience. He 
showed how the world’s progress had 
been hindered by one portion of man- 
kind endeavoring to coerce the other 
part to their standard, comparatively 
applying to them the process of the 
iron bedstead, by stretching them if 
they were too short, and chopping 
away if too long. He alluded to the 

at teacher of moral philosophy, 
ä tes, as a martyr to that policy, 
and the beautiful Hypatia, of Alex- 
andria, as another, and finally dwelt 
upon the greatest example of all, 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

The lecturer’s interpretations of the 
teachings of those great exponents of 
truth were exceedingly happy and 
most clearly explained. He treated 
apon the betrayal of the Savior. One 
of his followers had been bribed to 
prove recreant to him. Jesus was 


taken before Pontius Pilate, a governor 
appointed by the Roman authority, 


which held the reins of civil govern- 


ment in Jadea, while the Jews wielded 


ecclesiastical authority over their own 
people. Pilate was naturally a good 
man, and said he found no evil iu 
Jesus, but the cunning Jews worked 
upon his political interests and said, 
This man hath said he is king of the 
Jews,” or, in other words, ‘‘ If you do 
not give us this man to put to death, 
we will telegraph to the administration 
at Rome that you are not in sympathy 
with it, and will have you removed.” 

The lecturer next elaborated upon 
the manner in which the iron bed- 
stead principle had been applied by 
the votaries of an adulterated or 
spurious religion, called the Christian“ 
religion, how they had sought to im- 
pede the march of science, giving man 
striking examples. He then hook 
that between the unalloyed teachings 
of Socrates, Hypatia and Jesus, and 
science, there was no conflict, truth 
being one and indivisible. The great 
leading principle of true morality and 
religion was to do as much good as 
possible to your fellows aud no harm. 
A man who did a wrong t» his fellow, 
did the greatest injury to bis own soul. 

The lecturer was listened to through- 
out with the most marked attention.—

Dear Brother,—In the Gospel of 
peace, if you deem the following wor- 
thy of publication in the MILLENNIAL 
Star, have no doubt but it will 
afford some of its readers a degree of 
pleasure ; as quite a number of its 
readers are personally acquainted with 
me. I emigrated to this country from 
the Sheffield Branch, with my wife and 
small family. Having labored faith- 
fully in a local capacity for quite a 
while, we left ovr native country with 
the good feelings of the brethren pre- 
siding, and with the good will of the 
Saints.

Dear Brotber,— Having newly ar- 
rived from England, and having heard 
so much while I lived in England 
about the ‘‘ Mormons” not educating 
their children, &c., &c., I crave the 
favor of reporting, through the col- 
umns of the ‘‘Srak,” the result of a 
three hours’ visit to a school in this 

lace, conducted by Elder Wm. 8. 

wis, formerly of the Shropshire 
constabulary force in England. The 
house is 50x30 inside, built of fine 
red brick, and plastered inside by the 
Cotterell Brothers, formerly of Lon- 
don, in imitation of bathstone. Ia 
the ceiling are beautiful centre. pieces, 
and on the walls are three (plaster) 
blackboards or wall slates. The house 
is furnished with patent desks imported 
from Chicego. The walls are covered 
with maps, charts, &c. Thus you sce, 
the ‘‘Mormons” buve some good taste 
in building school-houses and furnish- 
ing them. There were present up- 
wards of 130 pupils, whose 
ranged from 8 to 18 years, graded into 
classes, the lower grades being taught 
by assistant teachers. 

School was opened by prayer by the 
preceptor, and, oh, how sweet it was 
to see Zion’s children kneeling, and to 


hear prayers offered for the light of 
the Holy Spirit to teach and be taught, 
and for all the brethren in the Holy 
Priesthood, and the prosperity of the 
Lord’s Work. The peace of was 
in that school. The teacher had no 
rod nor any use for one. He addressed 
the young women and young men in 
the advanced classes as ladies and 
gentlemen, and said to me that he 
appealed to their sense of honor in 
governing them. I never saw better 
order and decorum in any school. 

Arithmetic, oy fractions) writing 
from dictation, United States History, 
and reading were the exercises from 
9 to 12 a.m. 

In hearing reading classes the 
teacher would dwell upon the moral 
of the lesson, and instill into the minds 
of his pupils the principles of eternal 
truth, proving his assertions by good 
sound reason which carried thorough 
conviction. 

To the U. S. History Class he gave a 
description of the ignorance and thrall- 
dom of the Spanish people, the bigotry 
aud auperstition of the Priests and 
learned men who opposed Columbus, 
theirquoting theScripture that the earth 
was stretched out like a curtain” to 
prove it could not be round, &c. 

He shewed that the true Priesthood 
gave light, wisdom and education to 
the people, and that all true science 
was embraced in Mormonism. The 
children were well dressed, and ap- 
peared healthy and well fed. The 
treated me with great courtesy, all 
rising at a signal and bowing upon 
hearing my name introduced by the 
gentlemanly preceptor. All the young 
men and young women can afford to 
attend school all winter, and the 
smaller children attend the year round. 
I cannot describe how well I felt to see 
Zion's children being educated and 
trained for the glurious mission they 
will have to fill.
